I metwith.to bee conſidered , 
wasthe matter of Truth and Lying. And con- 
{idering hereof, I found two ſorts of Lycs 
frequentamong men : the one, an open and 
profeſſed Lye; and the other, a cunning and 
artificiall Lye. Theformer was defended by 
the Priſcillianiſts,an old kinde of Heretikes: &, 
the latteris now defended by the Romaniſts, 
a latter ſort of falſc Prophets.Both of them are 
odious to God, who is honourcd by Truth; 
and pernicious. tothe ſocictic of men, whicke 
is vpheld by Trmb: burthe latteris themore 
| DE . dangerous, 
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dangerous, becauſe vnder a colour of Trath it 
beguilcth ſimple ſoules, who are otherwiſe e- 
- nemiestoLying. The confideration heereof, 
made me to cnquire a little furrher into this 
Arte; which the fauourcrs therof haue ſought 
ro conceile, by calling it by a new name, For 
becing aſhamed of the name of Lying, they 
hauc chriſtened it by che name of Equiuoca- 
ting : a name as vaknowne in this meaning, 
as c Artcitſclfc was vnheard of before thele 
latter dayes. The myſtery and juggling tricks 
of which deuice, I did then and that oc- 
caſion, in part diſcouer vnto you : bur bricfely 
. and plainely,thetime, and placc,and occaſion 
not admitting of any long or Schoole-like 
diſcourſe. Bur ſince confidering,thar rogether 
with the increaſc of falſe Prophets in this 
Kingdome;his Arte of falſchood hath aboun- 
ded alfo: I thoughtitapartof my dury,(God 
hauing pleaſed to place mee as a Watch-man 
ouer your Soules )to piue youa freſh warning 
of this danger, and:that in a more am a 
large diſcourſe,then formerly I had done; and 
* mſuch a manerand ſort,that you might hauc 
ſomething lying byyou; thar might aduorriſe 
you of this dangerous deceit, when Icauld 
. not 
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not hauc opportunity toſpeak vnto you our of 
the Pulpit. And this I was moucd to. vnar this 
time therather;becauſc I hauc of lareoblerued, 
that theſc arrificiall Lyers (among theirocher 
deuicesand forgerics, which vpon confidence 
of this Arte,they take liberty to vie withourre- 
morſe) doe inſtill into the minds of rheir cre- 
dulous followers, an opinion ; and doclabour 
to ſpread abroad among others a ſuſpirion, 
that among our Learned men, many in hearr 
arc of their Church,howſocuet for the worlds 
ſake they diſſemble their opinion: and rhar 
there are a good number among vs of the 
Clcrgic, who arc better perſwaded of theirRe- 
ligion,then of our own.DoRor Sheldon,a man 
well acquainted with their dealings, as ha- 
uing liucdin their boſom, and taken the Or- 
ders of Prieſthood in their Church, doth 


write, that * whileſt hee fed on Romes buskes, bee * Shen 
often heard of many grienou imputations laied ns 
-opon ſome of the greateſt Clerkes in the Church cri ce 


of England, as though m heart they were theirs, on 
which he then belecenedto be trruc,as others did; 
but fince hath fo::nd tobe rauch otherwiſe. And 
my felfe haue mer with ſome, (which perſwa- 
deth me, rhat they abuſeorhers in this kind, 

(b). 2 beſide 
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beſide our greateſt Clerkes) who haue more 
then intimated to my ſelfe, that I knew that 
which might iuftific their cauſe, if I would 
ſpcake ir. Which might well put meeinto a 
mulſc, what had cucrſlipped fro me,why they 
ſhould be perlwaded that I had ſuch an opini- 
on of their Church : ſauing thatI conſidered, 
that this might well be one of the Iefuires c- 
quiuocating deuiccs,to inſtill that opinion c6- 
cerning vs, into their Diſciples minds, that ſo 
they _—_ gaine more credit to their cauſe. 
Vpon which occaſion, cntring a more ſcrious 
coſidcration of the point; I perceiucd,that be- 
fides this Arre, they vieother deuices allo, for 
this purpoſc, which I thought good, for your 
better caution and ſafety, briefely to relate 
in this place. | 
Firſt then, if they- meetce with any of our 
Clergie, which arcof weake braine, and vnſct- 
tled reſolution, (as itis poſſible, wee may hauo 
ſomeſuch as well as they) they ſet. ypon ſuch 
weaklings, with plauſible rales in commen- 
dation oftheir Church ; whoſe open abomi- 
nations practiſed ar home among themſclucs, 
are not {o, well known to vs, who haue ncuer 
gauclled into Popilh Countreys. And toy 
is 
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this meanes they chanceto peruert a weake and 
2n/ettled man, thenthecry goeth, that ſuch a 
Learned man, is become a Catholike, becauſe 
euidence of truch forced him to forkake his 
old Profclhon. 
Secondly, if they meere with men, who be- 
ing cithcr opinatiue ot gheir own worth,think 
chcir good partsnor ſufficiently rewarded; or 
being indeed of good parts, haue but lender 
meanes : they tempt ſuch, as the Deuill- did 
our Saujour, with offers of gifrs and prefer- 
ments. And if by theſe allurcments they can 
bribe any man to becometheir Proſehyte, for 
filthy Iucre ſake, then they blaze abrobad the 
conuerſionof ſuch a great and learned Schot 
. lar ,who could nor withſtand the light of truth 
ſhining in the Roman Church. ' 
Thirdly, if by cheſc, and ſuch like policies, 
they preuaile nor; ( for theſe deuices firthem 
beſt, becauſc then they bring men ouertotheir 
{ide, with their own mouthes to publiſh cheir 
owne ſhame ; but if thus they preuajle not) yer 
one ſhift they haue behind, which is, to dewſe 
lyes, of ach and ſuch mens conuerhzon to 
their Church, whoeuer hated it fram' their 
very {oules. In which kind of forgeric, they 
O86 os hauc 
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haucto farre procecged, that they have ſpated 
neithgr liuing nor dead, For, as if they hadicaſ 
off all feare of ſhame, which vas fure inche 
end to be their reward, rhey bauein writing 
belyed inthis maner, the chicfeſt Doors in 
our Charch, who hauc furuiucd to refure, and 
to deteſt their forperies in Print. Bur when 
mcnare dead, then they become more bold : 
and CE ns zealous Profel- 
fors of our Religion, ue ir out tothe 
world, that Fa-\ and = A ond of chiefe e- 
ſteeme inthe Proteſtant Church, did recant v- 
pontheir death beds, ir being then no time to 
diflembleany longer. And when themſclucs 
hauefirſt deniſcd theſe rales on their fingers 
ends ; then they produce then in their ſerious 
bookes of Controuerlic, as graue ar ts tO 
confirmethe Roman faichby.The diſcouery of 
which falſchood, I wiſh ic may worke thelike 
effe& in your hearts:;that ithath done in mine: 
which is,that whereas I viterly diſliked Pope- 
ric before, I do now deteſt ir more then cuer, 
And for this purpoſe I was the rather moued 
ro penne this ſmall Treatiſe, that you, of 
whoſe ſoulcs I knowe my felfe ro hauc vn- 
denaken the charge, {ceing theſe forgeries, 
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may learneto beware of Equi Spirits + 

who, though otherwiſe they profeſle Rteictnes 

of conſcience, & according to the rulesoftho 

Romaxe Faith, are very deyout and roligiousz -_..

The Doarine of Equinocation doth di- 
ſturbe humane ſocietic , and deſtroyeth that mutuall 
commerce that one man ſhould haue with another, I 
reuc it thus, This ſocictic and commerce muſt needs 
diſturbed, when men in wiſedome may not belecue 
one another, vpon their words or oathes ; but if this 
Dorine of Equiuocation be receued, men may not 
belecue one another , cither their words or 
oaths.

IL 
proue it-thus. It is a folly to make fuch Lawes, as are: 
vnauaileable, and cannot reach to the ends, for which 
they were made. But if Equiuocation be admitted, 
Lawes againſtlying cannot ſerue for the purpoſe, to 
which they are intended. This appeareth by two 
things. Firſt, Gods Lawes and precepts againlt lying 
were made for this purpoſe, to-reſtraine mens tor 
from ſpeaking of falſhoods and vntruthes. But by the 
Arte of Equinocation a man may ſpeake any and alt 
falſhoods that hee will, and yet theſe precepts againſb 
lying ſhall never take hold ef him : becauſe by a men- 
tall reſeruation warranted by this DoQrine , hee may 
make any falſhood to become truc. And therefore the 
Equinocator, notwithſtanding all Lawes of God and 
men againſt lying, yetis ar his libertic to veter what 
vntruths hee will, withoutthe leaft-tranſpreſgion of 
any of thoſe Lawes. Secondly, Lawes againſt lyi 
doe intend preuention ofhurtand deceittobe vicd a. 
gainſtour neighbour, But admitonce of this new do.. 
arine of Equiuocation , and no deceit toward our 
neighbour can be preuented by any Lawes againſt Jy. 
ing. For if this rine be warrantable , then all 
Lawes againſt lying muſt be meant onely againſt ſach 
as doe not keepe a reſeruation in their mindes, to

Doors dee not onely practiſe this deceit, but praiſe 
it too : and It to their Diſciples, as a good 
eArte; very fit fin ſcrnprlons conſerences, Which do. 
Erine cannot be conceiued to be withour great diſho. 
nour to Ged, and much diſgrace to Religion, 

Secondly, They are more dangerous then any other 
ſort of Lyers, becauſe they come masked vnder a vi. 
zard of truth, & armed with reſolution to proteſt,and 
ſweare, and pawn their ſoules and ſaluations,vpon the 
truth of that whichthey ſay, notwithſtanding that for
